The frustrations of the many state taxes 
which every business must pay when it sells pro- 
ducts beyond the borders of its home state con- 
tinue because of Congressional failure to act. 

-After ten years of consideration it. appears 
that action may be taken this year- to ease the 
Balkanlike array of state taxes which discour- 
ages the expansion of business enterprises, par- 
ticularly for smaller companies.

Even before, you start "window 
shopping" in the used : : car , lots 
the Illinois State Bar Association 
suggests you ; bone up on some of 
the, laws, designed to protect you 
In this important purchase'. 

<1)' Illinois has an; automobile 
warranty 4aw - which applies to 
new and used cars.. This means 
if you find .the car has a. defect 
in. the engine, transmission or 
wheel, the dealer may have, to 
pay part of the cost to have this 
repaired, if you report this within 
30 days after the car is deliv- 
ered to you. The amount of the 
repair cost which the dealer may 
be required (p. pay varies from 50 
percent, if the car is not more 
than two years old, to nothing if 
the automobile is more than four 
years old. Of course, this doesn't 
apply If the defect resulted from 
a collision you had or you abused 
the car so that it caused the part 
to become defective, 

<2> If you buy , a used car 
which the dealer offered to you 
"As Is." -he had no liability for 
any repairs you find need after 
the sale. ", 

(3) The used car dealer may 
not employ any "deception, fraud, 
false pretense, false promise, mis- 
representation, or . . . conceal- 
ment" with the intent to deceive 
you. To do any of these things 
is. a. deceptive : sales practice. .... 
-•M) It is. illegal for the seller 
of a used automobile to alter 



the mileage indicator to make It 
seem as if the car was. previously 
driven fewer mlfcs than It actual- 
ly was. 

: <5h If you finance the cost of 
your used car, the law offers you 
a certain amount of protection. 
There .are limits on the amount 
of .finance charge which the seller 
may add to the price of a car sold 
on credit. A used car which is 
two years old has a maximum fi- 
nance charge of $11 per $100 of 
the loan per year. The price goes 
to $14 per $100 per year for a 
car. from two to four. years old 
arid $16 per $ioo per year for cars 
older than four years. 

Because the person purchasing, 
a used car must be very careful 
to try to get the best bargain he 
can for a car which is in reason- 
ably good running condition, ISBA 
offers the following tips: 

a. Get the name of the car's 
previous owner and call him. He 
can tell you the car's approxi- 
mate mileage at the time he 
traded it in, why he traded it 
and' whether it had been in any 
accidents;' ' 

b. Check the oil. If it is dirty, 
it indicates that the seller didn't 
even bother with a normal pro- 
saic conditioning. This means 
he probably missed other things 
too. 

c. Guard against the purchase 
of an' ex-taxi, ex-police car -or 
former fleet car. This type of 
car usually has been driven too 
hard and too far to make it a 
good buy: Look for holes drilled 
in the dashboard which might 
have accommodated I a "two-way 
radio in-such a car; ,,: *

Environmental 
Board May 
Give Permits 

•Attorney General William -J. 
Scott has ruled- that the state's 
Environmental Protection Agency 
inherited the powers to issue per- 
mits formerly held by the Sani- 
tary Water Board. 

Scott held that the Waukegan 
Port District must obtain a per- 
mit from the agency before it 
constructs a rubber mound break- 
water in Lake Michigan south of 
Government Pier. 

Under legislation supported by 
the. Attorney General, the agency 
was created last 'year as the 
state's administrative arm in 
combatting pollution. The legis- 
lature* then repealed laws under 
which state, water and air boards 
formerly ■ operated. . ■ 

The opinion was requested by 
William F. Cellini, director of the 
state , Department of Public 
Works and Buildings. 

"The General Assembly clearly 
intended to substitute the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency 
for the former Sanitary Water 
Board in matters involving per- 
mits," Attorney General Scott 
held. Any other action by the 
legislature would have been 
"highly inconsistent," he added.

Household. detergents consist 
mainly of two basic, ingredi- 
ents, surfactants and phosv 
phutcs.' 

Surfactants liclp the water to 
penetrate the clothing. Phos- 
phates emulsify oily soil, keep 
dirt particles in suspension so' 
they don't stick to the clothing 
when you rinse.-and contribute 
materially to the reduction of 
germ levels on clothes. 

Other detergent ingredients 
include suds control agents, sil- 
icates, brightoners, perfumes, 
bleaches and borax, f. 

Why do detergents differ in 
price? Because the cost of the 
ingredients differs. The most 
popular brands, in order lb 
protect their popularity, tend 
to use the most expensive in- 
gredients. Other brands use less 
costly things. . 
• Instead of phosphates, for 
instance, you can make a deter- 
gent; with combinations of cit- 
itc_ncid and soda ash or salt 
cake (sodium sulfate).

Joe DiLlllo learned to play sue* 
cer in Italy, too: And that's where 
he re-learned It the hard way. 

As Hiroko Kimuro's story said, 
Joe was a 10-year-old- in Italy 
back in the fall of 1943, and there 
probably was no worse place on 
earth for a 10-year-old then. Gcr- j 
mans, Americans, Italians and 
Englishmen were shooting at each 
other and tho civilians were 
cauglit In the middle. 

One day in Capua Joe and II 
of his buddies were running for 
home to escape some Nazis. 
They got coulght 200. yards from 
shelter. All 12 were lined up a 
factory wall facing a man behind 
a truck-mounted machine gun. 
He cut them down but Joe lived, 
although hit by bullets in the right 
leg and face. 

The rest, of the war is kind of 
hazy for Joe. He docs know that 
nine of his 12* brothers and sis- 
ters were killed or deported to 
concentration camp deaths. He 
docs know that his leg was ampu- 
tated by a nurse, that he subse- 
quently Toft his own parents, and 
wandered to an orphan's home, 
that he was chosen to tour the 
U. S, with other war' orphans, 
that he went back and learned to 
play soccer on one leg .with a 
team of fellow orphans at the 
Catholic home in Italy. 

He came to America in 1054 
. . . married a student teacher at 
Maywood, 111., High School . . . 
went with her to Iowa when she 
was. getting a master's degree 
... and finally, at age 26, got 
his own high school diploma and 
started school at Northern Illinois 
University. . 

Joe was a varsity soccer player 
at NIU, where he got a master's 
degree, and he organized and 
coached a soccer team at Lin- 
coln (HI.) Junior College when 
he started teaching political sci- 
ence there. When he came to 
SIU at Carbondalc . to study for 
a Ph.D. in government, he con- 
tinued playing soccer. He is a 
goalie. ' v 

In between, he worked in the 
office of Illinois Governor Otto 
Kcrner and he had some assign- 
ments with, the Division of Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation. Now, after 
all this, Joe Is seriously thinking 
of a career In rehabilitation coun- 
seling instead of political science. 
"Your courage and determina- 
tion could bo a great example 



/or children?', wrote a man from 
a club called "Soccer for Health 
and Kicks." 

Ex G. I.'s from Alabama to 
Oklahoma have asked him if he 
is a' legless Italian child they 
found and helped during World 
War II. They all describe differ- 
ent kids, but Joe is not any of 
them. 

An aunt in Venezuela saw Joe's 
story on television and wondered 
if it was truly Joe. "She didn't, 
know about the soccer." 

And in Capua, Cascrta, Italy, 
not far from Naples, Joseph Di- 
Llllo Is definitely the Local Boy 
Mokes Good story of the year. 

"My mother wrote to fell me 
that it appeared in the television 
and newspapers and everybody 
in town was in the streets talking 
about it. She sent a grandchild 
to get a paper and he ran off 
with It." 

Joe confesses a deep sense of 
iayalty to the faith he has culti- 
vated and nourished — that he 
"was chosen as an instrument to 
serve tho will of God" and he 
just happened to. make it as a 
one-legged soccer player, or in- 
spiration, if you will. 

Loyalty Is a big word in Joe's 
vocabulary. When the Lincoln 
Junior College team plays at SIU 
this spring, Joe will be in goal— 
but for Lincoln.. After all, he 
says, it's my team.'

* Illinois Attorney General Wil- 
liam ;.T. Scott has urged' that 
nuclear, power plant's and other 
large industrial polluters of .Lake 
Michigan be required to install 
closed ' cooling \ systems where 
scientifically feasible. 

Scott stressed that closed cool- 
ing systems are the 'only real an- 
swer to saving Lake Michigan. 

Attorney General "Scott was the 
first witness to appear at" the 
Illinois Pollution Control Board 
hearings recently, in the auditor- 
ium of. the Field Museum. ; 

Scott asked the Board to adopt 
stringent new' regulations prohib- 
iting any significant discharge cf 
polluted or-' hooted ., water into 
Lake Michigan. He emphasized 
that existing state standards are 



hot adequate to preserve the lake* 
"No one; has yet been able io 
tell us what will happen if we 
allow nuclear power plants to 
pour billions of gallons of heated 
Water Into the lake," Scott pointed 
out. "Thd 30 million people in 
the four stales that depend upon 
Lake Michigan for the . chief 
source of water supply can't af- 
ford to lake any chances," •* 

Scott also, strongly' urged' adop- 
tion^ by the Jroard, of the recom- 
mended federal limitation on heat 
discharge as contained in the U. 
S. Department of the' Interior re- 
port on the effects of- waste heat 
on Lake Michigan. / ,', 

The . federal recohimcndoHons 
would ban return of. heated water 
to the lake, as planned by Com*

within 10 years, ". . , about 1.1 
per cent of the total volume of 
the water inside the 30-foot depth 
contour (where the eggs, larvae, 
and juveniles of many important 
Lake Michigan fishes are most 
abundant) will be passed through 
the cooling systems of power gen- 
erating plants daily; and in one 
year, a water volume equal to sev- 
crul times the entire water, mass 
inside the 30-foot contour would 
pass through these cooling sys-
